Was Universally Popular and Served the 


People of Brazos County Faithfully 


Many Years. 


Judge W illiam H. H arm an died 
at hie home in this city yesterday 
morning at 11:30 o’clock after a 
painful illness of several weeks. 
He was ill some weeks ago, but 
rallied after a hard struggle, and at 
tfit* bidding of his inexhaustible 
energy resumed his duties as m an­ 
ager of the Bryan Water, Light & 
Power company. 
His strength, 
however, was not equal to his in­ 
dustry and perseverance in the 
performance of his duties, and a 
second attack ended in the passing 
of his noble spirit. 
Judge H arm an was 
born 
in 
Mississippi November 24, 1842, 
and was therefore nearly sixty 
vears old. He came to Texas when 
a h o y with bis uncle, Col. Jethro 
Atkinson, and was educated at old 
Baylor university at Independence. 
When the war began he enlisted 
in Terry’s famous Texas Rangers 
and served throughout the war, be­ 
ing a messmate of his lite-long 
friend, the late Colonel R. K. Chat­ 
ham. 
He was married to Miss 
Sara E. Wren at Chappel Hill, 
Washington county, Feb. 13, 186/, 
and came to Bryan more than 
thirty years ago. 
His good wife 
nit d Aug. IO, 1888, leaving four 
children, all of whom are living, 
Mrs. 
R. Y. Lacy of Pittsburg, 
Texas, Miss Mary Estella Harman, 
W. H. Harm an, Jr., and Miss 
Irene May 
H arm an. 
He 
also 
leaves a brother, Mr. Sylvester 
Harman of Clarksville, Texas, anti 
other relatives. 
Judge H arm an was a handsome 
man in his prime, of elegant bear­ 
ing and courtly manners, and no 
more popular man ever lived in 


Brazos comity. 
He was as brave 
, a soldier as ever went out to tight 
lo r the cause of the south, and his 
long official record is without spot 
or blemish.

districts predicted that the entire vote 
would be cast by noon. 
About forty 
arrests for illegal voting were report­ 
ed before 9 o'clock. 
In one assembly district there was 
great excitement. 
Rival leaders came 
to blows near an election booth, and 
policemen conducting several prison­ 
ers to a station house were attacked 
by a mob. In the struggle one prison­ 
er escaped. 
Nobody was badly hurt. 
Police Commissioner Partridge sur­ 
prised the community, especially the 
political leaders at work In various 
precincts, by suddenly shifting 800 po­ 
licemen from their regular beats to 
parts of the city strange to them. 
In 
addition to this, the state superintend­ 
ent of elections for the metropolitan 
district had 600 deputies on guard in 
various election districts. Where these 
men were to be placed was kept secret 
until the polls were opened, the super­ 
intendent saying that it would defeat 
his purpose to make the fact knowu 
before election day. 
Shooting occurred at one of the poll­ 
ing places in Brooklyn soon atte* the 
voting began. One man was wounded, 
and a deputy shtriff was locked up, 
charged with the shooting.
